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set her affections on an object so much 
below her, treats hiiii with mcreased 
rigour: but while he strictly adheres to 
'the letter of her mahdates, so com- 
pletely adverse to his hopes, he acts in 
tlhecl opposition to their spirit, and 
Ihus insensibly gains tiie heart of tliis 



higii-ininc'ed female, whocannot but ad- 
mire tiie perseverance and spirit with 
which he struggle^ against the aciiumu- 
lated obstacles which oppose the aliaia- 
ment of his purpose.
